School Department, Quincy, Massachusetts 


The School Committee of the City of 
Quincy will until THURSDAY, JUNE 
8, at five o'clock, P. M., receive propo- 
sals for furnishing and delivering to 
the several schoo] buiidings as ordered 
the whole or a part of the following: 
3 tons of White Ash Egg coal, 80 tons 
of Lehigh Broken, 65 tons of Lehigh 
Egg, 616 tons of best bituminous coal; 
also 13 1-2 cords soft wood and 3 cords 
hard wood, cut as ordered. 

The bidders must specify definitely 
the kind of bituminous coal upon 
which they bid. The hard coal must 
be of the best quality and well 
screened. All must be weighed under 
the direction of an agent of the School 
Committee and be delivered to the 
several school buildings on or before 
July 31 unless otherwise ordered. The 
bids must include the trimming of the 
bins.

‘DISEASE IS NOT IMAGINARY. 


\‘Figures Show Efficacy of Pasteur 


Treatment—Some Cases Not Genu- 
ine—Clerk Almost Scared Himself to 
Beath, but Dog Wasn’t Mad. 


An indication of the eflicacy of the 
in the prevention 
of rabies is given in a bulletin on the 
subject by Dr. John R. Mohler, just 
issued by the department of agricul- 
Speaking of the 
work of the Pasteur institute under 


| state supervision in Atlanta, Ga., Dr. 


Mohler says that since its establish- 
ment in 1900 there have been 670 cases 
treated. Of those treated there were 
only two that died. During the same 
period there were 120 people bitten 
who took no subsequent treatment and 
of these twenty-nine died. It is hard, 
of course, to get the negative statis- 
tiles in the case of people bitten and 
not taking the treatment, but the com- 
parative figures are among the few 
available and are interesting. 

The bulletin of Dr. Mohler deals with 
the history of the disease, the symp- 
toms and treatment, and advocates a 
general dog muzzling law, which, he 
gays, would largely reduce the fatali- 
ties from the disease if not wipe it 
out altogether. 


Not Imaginary Ailment. 

There are two cases cited in the re- 
port which the author says tend to 
indicato that the disease is not an 
imaginary ailment, though there can 
be cases in which the patient can work 
up a fine case of pseudo-rabies on. 
imagination alone. 

One of these was the case of a col- 
ored woman. Sbe was twenty-eight 
years old and had been badly bitten 
by a collie dog, but the wounds after- 
ward healed. Eighteen days after- 
ward she developed symptoms of the 
She did not know that the 
dog that bit her had died of rabies, 
and even after she was seriously ill 
at the hospital she dJd not connect the 
| fact of having been bitten with her 
sickness, She grew rapidly worse 
with all the symptoms of the disease 
and died twenty-one days after the 
bites were inflicted. A postmortem 
showed that it undoubtedly was a case 


| of rabies. 


Symptoms Not Convincing. 
On the other hand, a clerk in a dry’ 
goods store was bitten by a watchdog 
in the store on a Saturday. The 
wound was slight and was immediate- 
ly cauterized. On the following Wed- 
nesdiy the clerk fainted at the coun- 
and was sent to his home, while 
the dog was kept under observation. 
Within two days the young man de- 
veloped a case of rables that was not 
only too soon after the bite, but was 
too conventional to be convincing to 
the physicians. He would roll himself 
in the bedclothes, bark like a dog and 
bite the pillow, shaking it like a rat. 
At first it was impossible to attract 
his attention, though he would mum- 
ble and talk to himself. Finally when 
he was told that the dog that bit him 
Was not mad, but was enjoying its 
usual health and appetite and that he

too soon, he commenced to realize that 
he had been making himself a victim | 
of autosuggestion, and rapid recovery | 
followed.

HOW TO CLEAN OILCLOTH. | 


Six Hints For Cleaning and Preserving 
Oilcloths and Linoleums 
Always take milk and water to clean 
an oilcloth. Never use soapsuds, as 
this dulls the colors. Rub over witha 


| mixture of one-half beeswax, melted, 
|and while warm stirred into a saucer 
| of turpentine. 


It is a good plan to serub a floor 
which ts covered with Inoleum once a! 
month with a brush dipped in paraffin 


}and hot water—about two tablespoons 


of the paraffin to a small pail of 
water. This removes stains and marks 
and prepares the linoleum for a polish 
of beeswax and turpentine. Do not 
scrub more often, but wash weekly 
with a flannel. Never use soda or. 
strong soaps for oflcloths or linos, as

room presumably from some oil soak- 
ed waste. It was not thought serious | 
antil it bad been burning two hours, | 
and this delay was in large measure re- 
sponsible for the great loss of life. 

“Besides the loss of life, fires have | 
cost much in money. At Deadwood,

| stroyed $25,000,000 worth of coal. Near 
Jobs, O., a tract of coal valued at sev- 
{eral million dollars bas been. burning 
,Since 1884. In some of the deeper 
metal mines at Butte, Mont., fires have 
{been burning in the old mine timbers 
since 1889. In the Comstock vein, in 
Nevada, thousands of feet of tunnels 
which had been opened and timbered 
at great expense are beiug burned out. 


| Use of Oxygen Helmet. 

“The mining engineers of the bureau 
'of mines have made a careful study 
of fires !n mines and have reached the 
conclusion tbat the Introduction of 
comparatively inexpensive fire fight- 
ing appliances, the adoption of proper 
regulations and the institution of a 
rensonable system of fire drills may 
minimize fires and confine others to a 
brief period of time witb little dam- 
age to life and property. The engi- 
neers of this bureau have had much 
success in combating mine fires by 
the use of the oxygen helmet. This 1s 
on apparatus that entirely protects 
the head and through which air is fur- 
nished artificially, thus enabling the 
wearer to explore the vicinity of a fire 
under conditions of smoke and gas 
tbat would render his approach other- 
wise impossible. By the use of such 
an apparatus a number of fires have 
been promptly extinguished which 
would doubtless have spread and per- 
haps extended beyond control. Chem- 
istry through the quick analysis of 
gases at frequent intervals in the 
neighborhood of the fire has proved a 
most useful adjunct in fighting fires. 

“It seems almost unnecessary to call 
attention to the necessity of provid- 
ing at each mine ample storage of wa- 
ter properly conveyed in protected 
pipes to possible danger potnts, the 
desirability of using larger amounts 
of fireproof material in place of wood- 
en mine timbering or wooden doors, 
the proper disposal of waste, fireproof 
manways and air shafts and the use 


' of fireproof materia! as far as possi- 
‘ble in all surface structures within | 


60 to 100 feet of the main opening to 
the mine.”

HOW TO COOK RICE. 


Chinese Method Leaves Each Grain 
Whole and Perfectly Dry. 

The Chinese method of cooking ric« 
caiffers from that of the ordinary 
housewife, and the rice when done 
instead of being a mushy, sticky paste 
is spotiesy white, perfectly dry, with 
each grain standing dy itself. 

To attain these results pick the rice 
over carefully to remove all refuse, 
then wash it through several waters. 
rubbing it between the hands to re- 
move the coating of starchy powder 
When the water ia perfectly clear you 
will know that the rice is in fit condi- 
tion to be cooked. 

Have some water boiling In a sauce- 
pan, the proper proportions being 
about two quarts of unsalted water to 
each half pint of rice. Sprinkle the 
rice In so slowly that the water will 
scarcely stop boiling and cook it at a 
gallop in order that the grains may be 
kept in motion while boiling. Do not 
stir or touch the rice in any way after 
the grains have commenced to soften. 

When they are done drain off all the 
water and set the pan in the oven, 
that the rice may swell. Do not let it 
cook or brown, and serve it as soon 
as {ft has become thoroughly dry, 
which will probably be in less than 
ten minutes. Let each person selt the 
rice to suit his own taste after it has

How to Choose Bananas.

of good flavor. If all the stem 
green the bananas will keep a long | 
time, but if half or three-fourths of 
the stem !s black it shows that its time, 
is shortening. The smaller buuches are 
generally the sweeter. The rind should 
be thin and there should be no ridges. 
The larger the ridges the coarser the 
fruit.

Miller, a loan agent at Akron, to ar- 
range some details in connection with 
an oil deal in which he was inteyest- 
ed. When I had completed my busi- 
ness he said: ‘Here is some money IL 
want you to give to J. C. Sherra of 
Alliance.’ 

“This Alliance man acted as a lob- 
byist, presumably in opposition to the 
bill introduced to curb salary loan 
and chattel loan companies and to re- 
duce the rate of interest they could 
charge. This was on Monday a 
couple of months ago, as I was start- 
ing for Columbus. The man called 
a couple of days later at my office in 
the state house, and I said to him: 
‘Here ts some money for you.’ He 
said he was too busy to take it, and 
instructed me to give it to Repre- 
sentative Evans. Evans came in later 
and I handed it to him, saying: ‘Here 
is a hundred,’ and telling him how 


Sherra had to catch a train and didn't | 


have time to give it to him. The 
money was in a roll of several bills.” 

Evans is also under indictment on 
the testmony of John F. Weiss, a 
Canton brewer, who told the grand 
jury that Evans solicited $500 from 
him in return for his vote for the 
Dean liquor bill. He refuses to make 
any comment on the matter.

PLAN OF FINANGE GOMMITTEE

| Vote Concerning Paper and Wood 

Pulp Sections of Bill, Which Raises 
| Question of Canada’s Province 
Jurisdiction, Will Be Ten to Five 
—Administration' Contends That It 


Will Endanger the Measure 


Washington, June 7.—Hopes of the 
administration that the finance com- 
mittee would report the Canadian 
reciprocity bill unamended were 
dashed when after a brief executive 
session of the committee it was 
learned that the Root amendment to 
the paper and wood pulp section prob- 
ably would be adopted in modified 
form. 

It was said that in addition to seven 
Republican members of the commit- 
tee, Senators Bailey, Simmons and 
Johnson, Democrats, would vote for 
the amendment, while Senators Pen- 
rose and Cullom are declared to be 
with the three Democrats in opposi- 
tion, thus presaging the adoption of 
the amendment by a vote of ten to 
| five. Final consideration of the meas- 
ure will be begun by the committee 
today. 

The amendment offered by Senator 
Root provides that the paper and wood 
| pulp sections of the bill shall not be 

in force until the president “shall have 
| satisfactory evidence and shall make 
proclamation that such wood pulp, 
paper and board, being the products 
of the United “States, are admitted 
into all the provinces of Canada free 
of duty.” 

It is contended by its opponents that 
the amendment, raising the question 
; of the Dominion government's juris- 
| diction over the provinces, will en- 
| danger the measure, a contention that 
| is refuted by those who believe in the 
| provision. The modification of the 
; Amendment may have an important 
; bearing upon the situation. 
| The committee endeavored to agree 
/on a date for a vote on the measure. 
It was apparent that the members 
favored July 15 and a recommendation 
probably will be made to the senate 
to this effect when the bill is report- 
ed. Senator Bailey suggested that 
| July 20 be set aside for a; vote on the

ON LODGE’S TRAIL 


Walker Again Attacks Senator’s At- 
titude on Reciprocity 
Boston, June 7.—Joseph Walker, 
Republican speaker’ of the house of 
representatives, has returned to his 
} arraignment of Senator Lodge on the 
reciprocity issue to say that the Re- 
publican party in Massachusetts has 
reached the “parting of the ways,” 
and to declare his own intention to 

stand alone. 

| Speaker Walker says he got his in- 
| formation about the anti-reciprocity 
| and anti-Taft stand of Lodge ina let- 
| ter from Lodge himself. “He wrote 
me that he intended to support the 
| Root amendment,” Walker says, “and 
| that he himself would offer the fish- 
eries amendment.” 

| “The real issue,” says Walker, “is 
whether the treaty shall be ratified 
| or whether it shall be killed by 
|amendments. The treaty, which 
| means much to the future relations 
petwéen Canada and the United 
| States, 1s being fought by great sel- 
| fish interests by fair means and by 
foul. 

“These interests have decided to 
| kill the bill by amendments, some de- 
| signed to set the two houses of con- 
gress at variance and some designed 
| to compel the reopening of negotia- 
| tions with Canada. The Root amend- 

ment is typical of the former, and the 
| Lodge amendment is typical of the 
latter. 

“Mr. Lodge knows that the house

Woolen Schedule edule Presented to 
House by Underwood 


DUTY ON THE RAW MATERIAL 


a : 
Declared to Be Necessary Because of 
Republican Extravagance and Ap- 
propriations Made by Sixty-First 
Congress—Criticism For President 
and Tariff Board In Report Submit- 
ted by Ways and Means Committee 


Washington, June 7.—Chairman 
Underwood of the ways and means 
committee presented to the house the 
Democratic report on the woolen! 
schedule, which was taken up for 
general debate. 

The report, which is one of the 
most voluminous ever presented with 
a bill, is political in its nature, and 
a large portion of it is devoted to a 
criticism of President Taft, the Re- 
publican party, the tariff board and 
the woolen interests of the country. 
A defense of the duty on raw wool 1s 
set forth at length in the report. 

“The present situation of the treas- 
ury,” it says, “following a long course 
of unwarranted extravagance by the 
Republican party and the appropria- | 
tions already made by the Sixty-First 
congress, which the Democratic 
minority could not limit, require that 
the revenue from customs duties in 
immediate future be maintained 
at approximately the total of the fis- | 
cal year 1910. | 

“Under the compulsion of this sit-| 
uation the committee finds it neces- 
sary to recommend a moderate rev- | 
enue duty on unmanufactured wools, | 
and the bill herewith reported pro- | 
vides that all raw wools of whatever | 
class or kind shall be subject to a 
duty of 20 percent ad valorem 

“The bill is not to be construed as| 
an abandonment of any Democratic 
policy; but in view of the Democratic 
platform for a ‘gradual reduction of) 
the tariff’ and the depleted and the) 
depleting condition of the public} 
treasury, a result of Republican ex- | 
travagance, a tariff of 20 percent ad 
valorem on raw wool is BOW proposed | 
as a revenue necessity. | 

Referring to the Democratic taritt | 
program the report says: “The Re- 
publican party has failed to make the 
revision required, and the present 


' Democratic house of representatives 


has been intrusted by the people with 
the plain duty of tariff revision ac- 
cording to the Democratic platform of |} 
1908; that is, immediate revision, | 
with a gradual reduction of duties to! 
a revenue basis, and with especiat| 
conside ration given to the necessities 

of life.’ 

The report calls attention to the} 
fact that Underwood called upon the| 
tariff board for any information it | 
had on the woolen schedule. The in-! 
formation was refused on the ground 
that the board had not yet completed 
its investigation. Referring to the 
president’s attitude and that of the 
board the report says:

The best of hairbrushes may be | 
ruined by careless washing, and if the | 
bristles are allowed to become soft a! 
hairbrush becomes practically useless | 
for its {ntended purpose. Many per- | 
sons eleanse hairbrushes by covering 
them with wheaten flour and simply | 
rubbing the bristles together. This, 
method, howerer, is not thoroughly | 
| satisfactory. | 

To keep your brushes in good condt- | 
tion proceed in the following manner: 
Have two dishes of cold—not hot—| 
water. ‘To the first dish, which con-| 
tains, say, a quart of water, add a| 
dessertspoonful of ammonia. | 

Now take your brushes one by one} 
and keep dipping the bristles up and) 
down fn the water, being careful not) 
to wet the baeks, and in a minute or) 
two the dirt and dust will come out of |

| beautifully white. Now dip up and> 
down several times in the second dish | 
| containing the elean water to rinse} 
| them. Shake well and plaee to drain | 
| across a rack or towel horse. |

the then secretary of state, Mr. Root, 
was gained for the merger.

CARE OF THE FINGERS. 


How to Remove Stains and Koep the 
Nails Smooth 

There are various preparations sold 
by manicures to remove stuius under 
the finger nails. With careful use most | 
of these cun be relied upon, but if 
there is any doubt about a special | 
reparation substitute lemon juice. 

As a stain remover it is excellent, | 
and the womun who keeps half a} 
lemon on the stationary washstand | 
where she washes her hands rarely | 
will have to blush for the unsightli 
uess of ber nails 

Oxalic acid is also good, but it is 
injurious to some skins. It sould be 
applicd with a bit of cotton on the 
end of an orange wood stick. In us 
ing the lemon the tips of the fingers | 
can be rubbed into a section of it 
Later rinse well with clear water. 

Stains on the sides of the fingers are 
quickly removed with a moist pumice 
stone. This is invaluable to get off 
the first blotches after preserving, | 
painting or doing any disfiguring | 
work. In cases where the skin under | 
the nails has roughened a little pow- | 
dered pumice can be moistened with | 
lemon juice and applied with an| 
orange wood stick. 

Never scrape away a stain; it rough- 
ens both cuticle and nail and becomes 
a dirt catcher rather thao a dirt re- 
mover. 

Souking the tips of the fingers in 
olive ofl will help to keep the skin 
about the nail in good condition.

Briefly Summed Up 


New York, June 10.—W. E. D. | 
Stokes, clubman, turfman and pro-| 
prietor of the Hotel Ansonia, who was 
shot Wednesday evening by Lillian | 
Graham and Ethel Conrad, was in- | 
formed by the physicians at the; 
Roosevelt hospital that he will soon | 
be out again. The millionaire imme- 
diately declared that as soon as he! 


wus released from the hospital he} 
would press the prosecution of the two | 
girls. Nevertheless it is believed that} 
the matter will be dropped after the| 
ordinary routine of court procedure. | 

The only element of danger in the | 
condition of Stokes is the possibility | 
of blood poisoning. ‘The physicians 
believe that if it does not develop, 
now the bullets have been extracted, 
he will be abie to leave the hospital | 
in ten days. He will be unable to 
appear against the girls when they | 
are again arraigned on Monday. 

The mystery surrounding the shoot- 
ing is still as deep as ever. Miss 
Conrad now declares that Stokes had 


tentions. The turfman denies this,

There are three versions of the 
case. They are: 

1. ‘That of Stokes—That he was 
lured to the Varuna apartments by 
Miss Conrad at the instrumentality of 
Miss Graham for the purpose of black- 
mailing him out of $25,000 for affec- 
tionate letters he had written to Miss 
Graham before his marriage.

Carrie Moore was born in Ken- 
tucky in 1846. In early life she mar- 
ried a man addicted to intoxicants.

“Now that the fine weather is here 
and children are using the streets as 
playgrounds the necessity for care is| 
greater than ever. Many times a day 
there are narrow escapes. In addition to 
the accidents that are recorded. Much 
of the troubie could probably be avoid 
ed were steps taken to teach the chil-} 
dren to exercise caution on the streets | 
and while crossing them.”

The Secretary Bird. 
One of the most interesting birds 


| in both appearance and habits is the 


secretary bird, from the dry and open 
parts of central and southern Africa 
The male ts fully four feet high, the 
greater part of that length being con- 
tributed by his neck and legs. The 
general color is ashy gray. the breast 
white, the wings, thighs and abdomen 
black. The middle tail feathers near- 
ly reach the ground, and on each side 
of the head are two long black tufts. 
which give the bird Its popular name 
of secretary, because in the days when 


| quill pens were used writers were in 


the habit of carrying them stuck over 
their ears. 

The bird’s food consists of snakes, 
rats, lizards and other living animals 
which it kills with its feet and swal- 
lows whole unless too big. when the 
benk tears them to pleces. When 
ready to kill, the bird Hfts elther teg. 
aus may be convenlenr, and brings down 
the foot in a terrifie blow, like that 
of a great hammer, usually striking 
the victim on the head. If the first 
blow fails to kill. the bira follows it 
with others in rapid succession.—St.

AVIATORS KILLED — 
IN FRENCH CONTEST 


Explosions Kill Two and One 
Is Cashed to Death 


Paris, June 19.—Beng burned alive 
added itself to the already 
ous perils of man’s conquest of the 
air, when two aviators in the Euro- 
pean circuit race were burned to 


death in the sight of nearly a million | 


people. 

Another aviator met death when his 
airship dashed against a tree and the 
falling motor crushed out his brains. 

A fourth was at least gravely hurt. 
Three others tell, and though none 
were seriously hurt all were badly 
shaken up. 

Captain Princetan’s motor exploded 
in mid-air, flooding him with gasolene 
and burning him to death; M. Le 
Martin dashed against a tree, the 
motor of his aeroplane crushing his 
head; M. Lendron was burned to 
death by benzine near Thierey. 

M. Gaubert, a former lieutenant in 
the army, was found lying senseless 
near his machine in a wheat field four 
miles from Villars-Coleretgs. His in- 
juries are grave. 

Of the fifty aviators who started the 
race thirty-eight were civilians and 
twelve officers assigned to the con- 
test for military duty. Hung up for 


the competitors are prizes amounting 
to $94,000.

Among Rum Sellers In Many Citles. | 
Raised a Disturbance at the White | 


House. 


Mrs. Carrie Nation, the saloon smash- 
er of Kansas, who died recently, re- 
garded herself as a woman with a mis- 
sion. She declared that hers was the 
rigbt hand of God and that she had 
been commissioned to destroy the rum 
traflic in the United States. The em- 
blem of her mission wis a hatchet, 
and her campaign against the saloon 
was country wide. She suffered im- 
prisonment, abuse, ridicule, was even 
ealled insane and at the end of nine 
years retired with money enough to 
enable her to buy a farm in Arkansas. 
A good deal of her money was derived 
from the sale of souvenir hatchets. 

Whatever view one may hold of Car- 
rie Nation and her methods, it is not 
without interest to note that since she 
appeared on the scene as a saloon 
smasher a prohibition wave has swept 
through southern and western states 


and the anti-saloon element has gained | 
the support of thousands of voters, | 
| with the result that scores of new ex- 


cise laws have appeared on the statute 
books. It is possible that Carrie Na- 
tion did not a little to focus public at- 
tention upon the evils and abuses of 
the liquor tmiffic. 
Jumped Into Notoriety, 

Outside of her own circle few people 
had ever heard of Carrie Nation, who 
lived in Medicine Lodge, Kan., until 
June 6, 1800. On that day she went 
Into her back yard and picked up half 
a dozen bricks. These she wrapped 
separately in old newspapers and, add- 
ing four heavy bottles to the collec- 
tion, set out In her buggy for Kiowa, 
where she smashed three saloons with 
ber ammunition. She would have 
smashed others had not proprietors 


‘locked the front doors. Then Mrs. Na- 


tion stocd up in her buggy and in- 
formed the crowd that the law had 


been violated and somebody ought to 


be prosecuted—herseif or the authority 
which permitted saloons to run in vio- 
lation of the law. After this chal- 


_lenge she drove back to Medicine 


Lodge. Next morning, when the news 
was scattered abroad, the country 


realized that a vew reformer was at 


hand. , 


Since that day Mrs. Nation had been | 
In jail at Wichita three times, at To- | 


peka seven times, at Kanszs City once, 


at Coney Island once, at Los Angeles | 
once, at San Francisco once, at Scran- | 


ton twice, at Pittsburg three times, at 
Philadelphia once, at BS yonne, N. J., 
once and at Cape Breton once, making 
a total of twenty-two times she had 
paid penaliy for taking the law into 
her own hands.. She understood the 
art of publicity, and whenever she 
started on a smashing tour her man- 
ager—she always had one—took care to 
notify the newspapers. 
Ejected From White House. 

In 1903 she created a disturbance at 
the White House in an effort to reach 
President Roosevelt and was ejected 
by two policemen. As she was being 
escorted from the building she shout- 
ed at the top of her voice: “I am go- 
ing to pray for a prohibition president, 
and we will have one—one who will 
represent the people and not the dis- 
tillers and brewers. You may put me 
out of the building, but if a brewer 


or liquor dealer were here he would | 


have been admitted at once!” 
Afterward she went to the capitol 

and disturbed the decorum of the sen- 

ate. Finally she was arrested and 


fined $25, with an alternative of thirty | 


days in jail if she did not pay. She 
promptly appealed for assistance and 
easily procured the amount of her fine 
by selling batchets. 

Mrs. Nation toured Great Britain in 
1908 and attracted a good deal of at- 
tentfon to her propaganda. She visit- 
ed public houses in many cities, gave

HEALTH HINT FOR TODAY. 


Balancing the Diet. 

A balanced diet means one in 
which nitrogenous and non-nitro- 
genous or acid combining foods 
are properly combined, and to 
find this proper combination we 
have only to turn to the guide 
that nature has given us. For 
the maintenance of life it is nec- 
essary that the alr we breathe 
should contain approximately 79 
per cent nitrogen and 21 per cent 
oxygen. Strangely enough, the 
foods we eat should be gauged 
in about the same ratio.. There 


should be 79 per cent of al- 
buminous or nitrogenous foods, 


and there should be 21 per cent 
of foods that will tend to offset 
the ill effects or prevent the ac- 
cumulation of an overabundance 
of the nitrogenous elements. 
Meats, poultry, cory, beans, peas, 
cereals, cheese, potatoes, etc., are 
among the most commonly eaten 
nitrogenous foods. To balunce 
the diet satisfactorily get a good 
work on “foods” and find out not 
only what the nitrogenous sub- 
stances are, but just how much 
nitrogen each contains. These 
facts once firmly impressed upon 
the mind, it will be an easy mat- 
ter to adjust the diet to meet 
the necessary conditions.

The procession of their majesties 
in their coach from Buckingham pal- 
ace, the home of Britain’s king and 
queen, to Westminster abbey, where 
the coronation service took place, was 
without special incident. 

The service in the abbey began with 
the reconsecration of the regalia. As 
the king and queen came in sight the 
archbishop of Canterbury took his 
seat in front of the coronation chair. 
The queen passed to the left of the 
throne and to her chalr. Then the king 
appeared, bowed to the queen as he 


passed her and knelt in prayer before t 


his chair in front of the throne,

Whole Appalachian Project In 


Danzer, Says. Pinchot 
DILATORY METHODS CHARGED 


| Director Smith of Geological Survey 


Blamed For Loss of Opportunity to 
Purchase White Mountain Land— 
$1,000,000 Already Lost and §2,- 
000,000 Will Go Same Way If No 
Takings Are Made by July First 


Washington, June 22.—Gifford Pin- 
cho in a scathing criticism of George 
O. Smith, director of the United 
States geological survey, to be pub- 
lished soon in American Conservation, 
brings toa head the issue of the Ap- 
palachian forest reserve. 

He charges that Smith, by dilatory 
methods, has made it impossible for 


the commission appointed under the | 


Weeks bill to contract for lands in the 
White mountain region, thus losing to 
the project hundreds of thousands of 
dollars which must revert to the 
treasury, if not expended before July 
1, 1911, under a decision of the comp- 


troller of the treasury; and he further | 


charges that the director is using for | 


the purpose of making topographic 
and geologic maps in the southern 
Appalachians money which congress 


intended for the purchase of lands | 


and for 
chase wisely. 
“Unless Director Smith is driven 


| from his position by public protests 


or the action of his superior officers,” 
says the former forester, “it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether any con- 
siderable area of land can be pur- 
| chased within one or even within two 
| years. Indeed, it would be possible 
to stretch the kind -of examination 
now begun over the entire period of 
| the life of the law, 
altogether. If Smith for any reason 
whatever had deliberately undertaken 
to nullify the effect of the Weeks Dill 
his conduct could not have been bet- 
ter adapted to that end.” 


The point of this serious Insinuation | 
}is made apparent when it is realized | 


that the appropriations lapse at the 
rate of $2,000,000 a year if they are 
not used. 
failing to pass the Weeks Dill until 


last spring cost the project $1,000,- | 


000, the expenditure authorized in the 
bill for 1910, 
be lost July 1 if not takings are made 
meantime. From present indications 
none can me made before the present 
fiscal year closes. 

The Appalachian project could not 
be in a more unsatisfactory condition 
than the closing days of the fiscal 
year finds it. In accordance with the 
provisions of the Weeks act, a com- 


mission was appointed to carry out | 


the provisions of the law. This com- 


| mission has worked faithfully and no 


criticism of its work or purpose fs 
heard from any quarter. 

Its most recent meeting was held in 
Washington last Monday, when the 
forest service reported upon about 
90,000 acres in the 


southern 
states and nothing at all in the Whitie 
mountains. 

The law prescribed that before pur- 
chases can be made the areas must be 
approved by the geological survey as 
important to the protection of naviga- 
tion, hence the commission would 
turn its official attention only to the 


| two tracts in the south. 
It is stated that the extent of the | 
| effort of the geological survey to ex- 


amine conditions in the White moun- 
| tains has been to send there one of 
its experts, who returned to Wash- 
ington within a few days with the in- 
formation that he had established two 
stream gauges in that region. Ex- 
| perts outside the survey state that 
years would be required to take read- 
ings of these gauges which would be 


| of any benefit to science.

popular that I am now going to try 
the big cities. Boston’s banks will

The postmaster general arrived at 
the federal building to call upon Post- 
master Mansfield yesterday afternoon. 
He was accompanied by Joseph Lei- 
ter, the Chicago millionaire, who was 
his classmate in the class of "91, Har- 
vard. He devoted some time to ex- 
plaining his policy of economy. 

“The people have been pretty harsh 
to me,” he said, “but now they are 
just. beginning to understand what 
I've been trying to do after three long 
years.

senate finance committee decided to , 


throw the wool revision and so-called 
farmers’ free list bills, recently passed 
by the Democratic house of repre- 
sentatives, into the open senate at 
once, to take their chances along 
with Canadian reciprocity. Both 
measures, however, received formal 
adverse committee reports. 

The committee refused to take re- 
sponsibility for reporting in detall on 
these measures at any given time, 
and decided to cast the burden of sen- 
ate legislation upon the coalition of 
the Democrats and insurgent Republi- 
cans, suddenly brought about when 
the wool bill came from the house, 

The finance committee had been In- 
structed to report the wool bill by 
July 10. It was reported that Sena- 
tor Clapp proposed to offer a resolu- 
tion of instruction as to the free list 
bill, but the committee forestalled 
such action. 

The effect on reciprocity of yester- 
day’s action is problematical. Some 
opponents of reciprocity express the 
hope that it will kill the bill. Friends 
| of the measure agree that it means a 
long delay to say the least. Some of 
the insurgents declare reciprocity 
ultimately will pass, but in &mended 
form. There seems little doubt that 
the real fight will come on efforts to 
+ amend the bill. 

Other predictions are made that the 
senate soon will be plunged into what 
May prove to be a general tariff re- 
| Vision fight. 

“It has been demonstrated that the 
Republicans no longer are in control 
‘of the senate and responsibility has 

been taken from them.” 

This statement from Senator Pen- 
| rose, chairman of the once powerful 

committee on finance, reflects the 
| chaotic conditions in the senate, asa 
| Tesult of Wednesday night's fight over 

the house woo! bill, which brought 
about a coalition of Democrats and 

progressive Republicans. By 39 to 18 
| this coalition instructed the finance 
committee to report the wool bill to 
the senate by July 10.

Seven Out of Nine Cabinet Officers 
Have Had Legal Training—Ocoupa- 
tions of Senators and Representa- 
tives. 


The government of the United States 
is run by the lawyers. The statistics 
on this point are overwhelming and 
leave no doubt that the ordinary busi- 
ness man, manufacturer or agricul- 
turist has little to say in the affairs of 
the nation. The present congress is so 
completely in the hands of the lawyers 
that they number more than 65 per 
cent of its total members. 

Of the 480 members of both senate 
and house 304 are lawyers. A few of 
the others have also been trained in 
the law, but are engaged in other oc- 
cupations now. The judicial branch 
of the government is, of course, given 


| over entirely to lawyeta. But the same 


fs almost true of the executive branch. 
President Taft is a lawyer. So are 
Secretaries Knox, MacVeagh, Stimson, 
Wickersham, Hitchcock, Fisher and 
Nagel. Thus out of nine members of 
the cabinet seven have had a legal 
training. 

In congress the lawyer is king be- 
yond dispute. In the senate there are 
thirty-two Republican lawyers and the 
same number of Democratic lawyers. 
In the house the Republicans have 
ninety-nine lawyers and the Democrats 
145. Thus 70 per cent of the senators 
are members of the bar and 63 per cent 
of the representatives. The represen- 
tation of other occupations in congress 
is so small as to be insignificant as 
compared with the army of lawyers. 
In both houses combined there are 
only twenty-six merchants, twenty- 
four farmers, twenty-three editors and 
twelve manufacturers. 

Of course many of the lawyers in 
congress are also engaged in other oc- 
cupations, such as banking, real estate, 
manufacturing and agriculture, and 
many of them are associated witb 
large industrial corporations. But in 
classifying the occupations of members 
of congress for the purpose of this ar- 
ticle each man has been put down 
under the vocation in which he is

RARE INDIAN RELIC. 


Artistic Head of Baked Clay Found on 
Jersey Farm. 

A head made of baked clay, said to 
be the rarest find of an Indian relic 
ever made in New Jersey, has been 
unearthed on a farm near Trenton, in 
the vicinity of White Horse, and is 
now in possession of Dr. Charles C. 
Abbot, the naturalist, who already has 
brought together more than 100,000 
Indian pieces. 

The head is two and one-half inches 
long and an inch and a half -wide. 
Shell ornaments, known to have been 
used by the Delaware Indians, are at- 
tached to the ears, while the lips and 
nose have been slightly abraded. The 
artistic ability shown in this relic is 
said to be altogether beyond what is 


supposed to have been the skill of the 


Indians. In the same field have been 
found many of the ordinary forms of 
Indian stone implements, and all of 
these are of the highest class of work- 
manship.

Magnificence Surpasses That’ 
of Coronation Procession 


LONDON'S STREETS PACKED 


Their Majesties Receive Uproarous 
Welcome From Their Subjects and 
Visitors From Abroad—Greeted by 
Lord Mayor, Who Surrenders City’s 
Pearl Sword—Wonderful Display of 
Soldiery In Seven-Mile March 


London,* June 24.—Rivalling in 
splendor and regal magnificance the 
coronation procession itself, the state 
procession, the second great street 
spectacle in the pageantry attending 
the crowning of King George V, fur- 
nished the hundreds of thousands of ' 
visitors within the city’s gates a mill- 
tary spectacle unapproached in mod- 
ern times. 

King George and Queen Mary, ap- 
pearing fresh and unwearied despite 
the arduous functions through which 
they had passed, again rode forth in | 
state to receive the plaudits of thetr | 
subjects from both home and over- | 
seas. | 


The spectacle was one of magnifi- 
cent brilliancy. The gorgeous uni- 
forms, the superb horses of officers 
and cavalry, the rhythm of marching | 
platoons and the rumble of artillery 
comprised a majestic martial spec- 
tacle. The finest military bands of 
the empire were scattered throughout 
the divisions, pouring forth unceasing 
volumes of martial music. 

Seats for many thousands had been 
erected along this route and the 
progress of the king and queen was 
indeed a royal one. Everywhere they 
received an uproarous welcome from 
the visitors in the hotels, from the 
stands in Picadilly, Trafalgar square 
and The Strand, the business men of 
Londen proper, who had brought their 
families to the city for this day, and 
again from their majesties’ humbler

NEW YORK TO HAVE 
WORLD’S TALLEST HOTEL. 


Rent Amounting to $30,000,000 Will Be 
Paid In the Next Eighty-four Years. 


The tallest hotel in the world is to 
be erected at Seventh avenue and Thir- 
ty-seventh street, New York, near the | 
new station of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. It is to be built for a New York 
hotel man by a syndicate of bankers | 
and investors. The plans and specifi- | 
eations provide many novel features. | 
The lessee, whose name is not made 
public, has taken a lease of the build- | 
Ing for twenty-one years, with three | 
renewals, at an annual rental of $354),- 
000. He will therefore pay $20,400,600 | 
all told for the full term of eighty-four 
years. 
The hotel will be twenty-four stories | 
high. In point of rooms the new hotel | 
will be larger than the Waldorf, which | 
has 1,000 rooms. It wiil provide 1,200 | 
rooms, each provided with a bath. i 


An: 
interesting feature is that all the rooms | 
will have southern exposure. | 
The hotel! will be built in four sec- 
tions, as the facade will be broken by 


| three large courts or recesses, each 
| 22 by 71 feet, and al! sides save the 
| northerly end wi!l be finished as fronts. 


The large courts make it possible for 
all rooms to have outside windows. 
The dining room will be 100 by 100 
feet, with a capacity to seat about a 
thousand persons, counting the bal- | 
cony space. The main feature of the 
dining room will be its three levels,

There will be a Pompeian bath in 
the center of the base of one of the | 
courts at the second floor level and | 
roofed over. the atrium being under 
the glass dome. It will have a white | 
marble plunge pool fifty feet in length, 
and this is to be surrounded by steam 
and cooling rooms and other accesso- | 
ries of the bath. 

On the roof will be a glazed dining | 
room, surrounded by a spacious ter- 
race, and beyond this there will be an 
open garden with pergolas and other 
afrangements that still permit the use | 
of the gardens for theatricals and | 
open air amusements.

years ago by the British government. 

This littl old woman was Annie 
Flynn, who has been an inmate of the 
Quiney Home since March 9, 1909. 
Miss Flynn who is 52 years of age, and 
a paralytic, came to the Untied States 
about 25 years ago. At that time she 
was well and strong and worked hard. 
She accumulated some money but lost 
it in poor investment and being an in- | 
valid, was obliged to apply to the city 
for aid, and two years ago she was} 
sent to the Home. 

During all the time she has been in | 
Quincy she has talked of the old farm 
in Ireland from which she was evicted | 
but never expected to again see it. | 

About six years ago the British, 
government passed a law to the effect | 
that all persons who were disposessed | 
of property 25 years ago, could redeem 
the same by proving themselves legal | 
heirs and coming back to Ireland. The | 
law also required that the claimant | 
should place a foot on the land and 
build a fire in the old hearth. 

Many of Miss Flynn’s friends had 
written to Ireland about the matter! 
but without results. Eventually the. 
attention of Overseer of the Poor, 
James H. Eleock was called to the 
matter and after hearing the story de- 
cided to see what he could do. He} 
took the matter up by correspondence | 
with the proper authorities in Eng- 
land and Ireland and learned by con-' 
tinual correspondence that there Was a 
chance for Miss Flynn to come to her 
own again. | 

This took a long time but after six 
months work Overseer Eleock had the 
satisfaction of getting results.

Prior to 1688 all coronations are said 
to have taken place on a Sunday or a 
festival day. Indeed, sixteen of the 
twenty-one early English coronations 
, occurred on a Sunday, William the 


-= Conqueror was crowned on a Sunday, 


Christmas day, 1066, and was the first 
king to receive his sovereignty in West- 
minster. The building was crowded 
by a joyous, shouting throng at the 
beginning of the ceremony. In some 
way the Royal Horse guards misinter- 
preted their shouts and set fire to the 
gates. The spectators, panic stricken, 
rushed out and were slaughtered by 
the Norman cavalry. Therefore the 
coronation ceremony of William the 
| Conqueror was consummated in an al- 
most empty building. 


An Early Coronation. 


The best authentic description of an 
early coronation procession is to be 


you found in manuscript form in the Brit- 


ish museum. It describes the corona- 
tion of Richard IL, “Richard the Lion 
Hearted,” on Sept. 3, 1189, in West- 
| minster abbey.

Henry III. was twice crowned king 
of England. His first coronation was 
at Gloucester on Oct. 28, 1236, by the 
Bishop of Westminster. The second 
was held four years later, on May 17,

New York, June 29.—Fire in the 
after turret of the battleship Ohio at 
the navy yard in Brooklyn necessitat- 
ed the flooding of the powder maga- 
| zine below as a precaution against an 

| explosion. 
| he fire smouldered for half an hour 
along the heavy rubber insulation of 
| electric wires and in a quantity of cot- 
| ton waste. 
| The fire alarm sounded on the bat- 
|tleship shortly after 4 o’clock yester- 
| day afternoon, and when the crew 
|and officers reached the after turret 
| they found it filled with smoke from 
| the burning rubber. 
Realizing that quantities of am- 


! munition were stored in the magazine | 


only a few feet below the turret, as a 
first precaution the automatic appara- 
tus, which {is provided for flooding 
the magazine in cases of danger, was 
turned on and the ship’s fire hose was 
brought out to fight the flames. 

The blaze is believed to have orig- 
jinated. by the dropping of a hot 
‘rivet on the insulation of the wires 
which operate the electric ammunition 
hoist. In compliance with a recent 
order issued by the navy department, 
workmen were installing a so-called 
bulkhead, or steel partition, between 
the two big guns of the turret. The 
work was nearly done and the men 


when, it is said, one of the rivets 
was dropped. 

As the Ohio was practically in readi- 
ness to sail today, most of the 750 
men of the crew and officers were 
aboard ship at the time, and the ex-

| Senator From Rhode Island Interested 
Because President Desired Election 
| of Friend of Administration—Lum- 
| ber Magnate Says He Was Also Ap- 
|

proached by Penrose, Who Second- 
ed the Request of Aldrich 


| Washington, June 30.—Edward 
Hines, who is alleged to have col- 
lected a $100,000 bribe fund to elect 
William Lorimer senator from Illinojis, 
| testified before the investigating 
committee that it was by direction of 
| Nelson W. Aldrich, then senator from 
Rhode Island, that he worked for 
Lorimer’s election. 

He declared that this order came 
from Aldrich after the latter had had 
a conference with President Taft, and 

had stated that the president wanted 
a friend of the administration elected 
by the Illinois legislature. 

Hines declared that both Senators 
' Aldrich and Penrose approached him 
in May, 1909, on the subject of the 
Illinois senatorial situation, and that 
that President Taft was especially In- 
terested in having the Illinois vacancy 
| filled. 

Mr. Hines said he owned 61 or 62 
percent of the Edward Hines Lumber 
company, and named banks of which 
| he was either president, director or 
| stockholder. 
| Hines said Penrose asked him if 
| he could find out if the Illinois legis- 
lature was likely to aljourn without 
electing a senator. He said he talked 
to Kepresentatives Boutell and Mad- 
den, and they said that Congressman 
Lorimer might know. 

Hines said that later Penrgse told 
him that Aldrich was very anxious to 
have a Republican senator elected 
from Illinois, “because the vote on 
certain schedules in the Payne bill 
looked very close.” 

Mr. Hines said that on another oc- 
casion Penrose said Aldrich wanted to 
see Hines. “Senator Penrose took me 
up to Senator Aldrich’s room,” said 
Hines, “and told him who I was. 

“Senator Aldrich said that the ad- 
ministration was very anxious to have 
a Republican elected from Illinois as 
soon as possible. He asked me to 
see Congressman Lorimer and impress 
that on his mind.” 

Mr. Hines then went on to relate 
the other. conferences he had with 
Aldrich, who told him several times 
that Taft favored the selection of 
Lorimer for senator from Illinois. He 
produced vouchers to show that he 
had telephoned to Springfield, Hls., 
the messagé given him by Aldrich.

The action of the federal grand jury 
in returning these indictments, fol- 
lowing the sweeping decisions ren- 
dered against the Tobacco and Stand- 
ard Oil companies by the United 
States supreme court, is regarded as 
the most important ever undertaken 
by the government. 

Seme of the evidence presented to 
the grand jury 1s said to show that 
the steel business in the United 
States has been divided by agreement 
into about twenty pools. 

The pools, it is said, have been 
formed by agreements between the 
subsidiaries of the steel corporation 
and many of the independents. Agents 
of the government in their investiga- 
tions have come into possession of 
contracts, agreements and minutes of 
meetings of steel men. 

The government's action is directed 
more against the “trust” within the 
“trust” than against the steel corpora- 
tion alone, although the evidence laid 
before the grand jury is said to in- 
volve many of the officers of the big 
company. 

While the bureau of corporations at 
Washington has been making an in- 
vestigation of the steel corporation 
this proposed 
criminal action is apart from that. 
The criminal case will not have any 
connection with any suit which the 
government may bring against the 
steel corporation.
